Die report of tbe 
Philippine Commission is the au 
thoritative basis for tbe action ol 
Congress. Tbe Commission ha* 
been unable to agree with the 
President's annexation views. 

Inquisitive persons are ask 
ing if Mr. McKinley's coachman 
ia considered to be in the classi 
fled service. Tbe reason for tbe 
question is that Mr McKinlev. 
having for some reason tired of 
bis old coachman, bad bun given 
a place in tbe I'eusion Bureau 
and tbeu hired a new one. Both 
men are uegroes. Men who have 
passed tbe civil service exatumn 
tion, Willi high percentages are 
uuable to get places, but Mr. Mc 
Kinley s coachman can get on the 
pay roll without any trouble.
